Adjusted service compensation is 
figured on the basis of $1 a day for 
home service and $1.25 a day for over- | 
seas service.

HEALTH TALKS]

A LITTLE SALVE. 

This is No. 23 of a series of chats 
we're broadcasting from this station 
Tuesdays and Fridays on the medicine 
cupboard, (Quite a lot of our readers 
are cutting ’em out and making a lit- 
tle handbook to kcep as a key to the 
medicine cupboard.

Today we will take up petrolatum 
and old doc ointment. 

Petroleum is the official name for 
ordinary petroleum jelly. That's soft 
petrolatum. ‘There is a hard petrol- 
atum and a liquid petrolatum—the lat- 
ter is commonly known as paraffin oil 
or purified mineral oil or American 
or Russian oil. Petrolatum is a neu- 
trai ointment base, softening, sooth- 
ing, protective, harmlesg internally or 
externally. We have already described 
its use in the first aid dressing of 
wounds and burns. It should be kept 
in the medicine cupboard only in a 
collapsible tube or in very small boxes, 
for cleanliness. The use of petroleum 
jelly in a large jar or Container, ae in 
some households, is a dangerous prac- 
because the first finger dipped 
in the jar contaminates’ the whole 
quantity and thereafter it is unsafe 
to use the petrolatum until it has 
been freshly sterilized by boiling. 

Old doc salve # a fine all around 
salve for burns, sunburn, and innu- 
merable irritations, itchings, smartings 
and inflamations which call for a 
local medicament. Here is the recipe 
for it, but I do not gurantee that the 
recipe as printed is ecorrect—there are 
a thousand things that can happen to 
a recipe after I have handed it over 
to the tender mercies of the printer. 
Zinx oxide oO grains 
Borie acid “0 grains 
Benzoin 10 grains 
Oil of rosemary 5 drops 
Lanolin 6 drams 

enough to make 
one ounce. 

The salve should be put in collap- 
sible tubes, Of course it doesn’t heal 
anything. No ointment or _ salve 
does. But it gives great satisfac- 
tion as an all around soothing salve 
and if my expgrt opinion means any- 
thing to you, I can tell you old doe 
salve will go as far as anything can 
to keep you out of mischief while the 
hecling is going on and incidentally 
it may save you some money if you 
are in the habit of “trying” salves. 

The next item in the medicine eup- 


board is hkniment. We have already 


described the advantages of homemade | 


camphorated oil as a liniment. In ad- 


dition it is well to have a tube of what | 


is generally know as analgesie balm 
on hand, the formula of which is 
usually about as follows: 
Menthol 

Oil of wintergreen 
Extract of belladonna 
Lanolin 


3 grains 
20 drops 
20) grains 
( drams 
Petrolatum ..... 2 drams 
Fluid extract of capsicum .. 20 drops 

Accuracy of formula as it may ap- 
pear in print not guaranteed,

lapsible tube, and it should be kept 
away from the eyes when one rubs it 
ever a neuralgic area, also the fing 
era must be kept awav from the eyes 
after using the solidified liniment. 


ALLEGED ASSAULIERS

Benford and Johnson are alleged 
to have been on their way to Alil- 
ledgeville from Macon whens they 
stopped at the woman's house, twe 
miles from Gray. She was alone, ex- 
cept for a negro boy servant, who 
was sleeping in an‘adjoining room. 
Aroused by the screams of the wom- 
an, the boy fled to his father’s house 
nearby, and the father ran to the 
home of U. 8S. Lancaster, a neighbor,

Nashville, Tenn. May 19.— 
Whether the general conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, south, 
will be called to meet in special ses- 
sion immediately, or delayed until 
1925, after the fall round of annual 
conferences, is the question that will 


engage the attention of 14 bishops 
of the church in a special meéting at 
southern headquarters here Tuesday 
morning. 

The proposed plan of unification 
with the Methodist Episcopal church 
is to be considered by the general 
southern conference, though the deci- 
sion of the general conference is not 
necessarily final, as a_ three-fourths 
vote of the annual conferences of both 
branches is required to ratify deci- 
sions made by the general conferences 
before final adoption.

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Better Tone in Dry Goods 
Market Reported by Price

New York, May 19.—The census 
figures of cotton consumption in the 
United States during the month of 


April are really surprising when the 
short time and curtailment that have 
been reported are considered. The 
reduction fer the entire country 1s 
only 17 per cent. The decrease in 
the south, where 66 per cent of the 
cotton used is now consumed, is but 
10 per cent, while the reduction in 
he consumption elsewhere averages 
about 23 per cent, which is much 
less than the trade had anticipated. 

The exports are also above expec- 
tations. The result is that all but &83,- 
000 bales of this year’s crop plus the 
“carryover as estimated by the cen- 
sus was “in sight” on April 30, 

It is .therefore probable that the 
distribution will again exceed the as- 
by a substantial 
If not the stocks. at the 
mills and in warehouse will be reduc- 
ed to the vanishing point, for on the 
face of the figures there remains in 
the United States but 2,795,000 bales 
for consumption and export during 
the three months ending July 31. 

Faging such exhaustion the crop 
outlook becomes increasingly import- 
ant. The first report of the agricul- 
tural department will be issued .on 
June 2. Speculation is already busy 
guessing at what it will be. If the 
condition is lower than last year’s 
figure of 71 the effect may be sensa- 
tional. 

The temperatures in the south last 
week were rather below normal at 
this time of the vear and the ecroy 
is generally describ&l as somewhat 
backward. It is, however, too early 
to dogmatize about its size for a few 
of warmth and sunshine’ can 
work wonders in the spring time. We 
must therefore wait, but while we 
wait the little cotton that is left is be- 
ing taken with amazing rapidity. Last
